1 . Claims 1 -1 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of Hayashi (US 2002/0140831 A1) provides (as shown in Fig.1) for the image 
sensor 12 is connected to an image processing 14. The image processing 14 executes 
white balance correction, gamma correction and other conventional processing with the 
color component signals output from the CCD 12 Page 2, [0039], further the adder 38 
adds a luminance signal 1 14 output from the LPF 30 and a high frequency component 
116 selected by the selector 34 and thereby produces a luminance signals 118. This 
successfully improves the resolution of an image Page 3, [0053]. However the prior art 
of Hayashi failed to teach or suggest for a step of setting, based on the signal 
levels of the image signals accumulated for each of the types of color filters 
provided for the pixels of the solid-state image-sensing device, correction 
constants with which to counterbalance amounts of light transmitted through the 
color filters provided for the pixels that are sensing the low color saturation 
region; a step of producing corrected image signals by multiplying by the 
correction constants the image signals output from the pixels of the solid-state 
image-sensing device that are sensing the low color saturation region; and a step 
of using the corrected image signals as luminance signals for the pixels of the 
solid-state image-sensing device that are sensing the low color saturation region.
